GRASS SEED PRICES 
FALL 1957 


Fall 1957 prices are a little easier than 
they were last spring. Production increases in 
Kentucky Bluegrass and both Domestic and 
Perennial Ryegrass reflect in the cost levels 
of most mixtures. The Fescues, both Creep- 
ing and Chewings, are hardly more plentiful 
than they were a year ago and prices will 
remain at similar levels of the past year. 
The most notable drop in price is Merion 
Kentucky Bluegrass which is about 50% 
lower than a year ago, and incidentally, the 
lowest it has ever been. Since Merion Blue- 
grass is definitely a large Fall sales item 
we can expect increases in sales this season. 

White Clover production appears to be at 
a record level and prices are down sub- 
stantially for this Fall. 

Woodruff mixtures are easier by a small 
percentage and this should entice Fall buyers 
who are price conscious as well as those 
who have had lawns go bad during the 
summer’s drought in the Northeast. We look 
for a good Fall season.
